| 1. In December 1951, the 81 Allied Chinese Communist ~- North Korean Army Unit was 
formed at T'iench'iao (111-06, 39-08), China, by combining Chinese Communist 
troops with North Korean troops in China. In March 1952, the unit had 
approximately 30,000 men, 60 percent of whom were Chinese Communist army troops, 
Most of the higher ranking officers were members of the Chinese Communist army.

4, In March 1952, the 1, 2, 3, and 4 Brdnch Units were assigned to the eastern 
front in Korea, the 5, 6, 7, and 8 Branch Units were assigned to the central 
front, and the 9, 10, 11, and 12 Branch Units weré assigned to the weatern

Authority and responsibility for discipline in the unit was assigned to the 
North Korean Ministry of Social Security, but Chinese Communist offenders 
had to be turned over to Chinese Communist authorities immediately after arrest, 


9 Detachment 


On 1 May 1952 the headquarters of the 9 Detachment yt 81 Allied Unit, was 120 
meters west of Samchton-onch'dn (125-20, 38-21) (yC-oh47). 


The 9 Detachment had six companies and was armed with three 60-mm niortars , 
10 heavy machine guns, and 27 light machine guns. The six companies were 
at the following locations: .
